PHILADELPHIA, July 3 (AP).— 
The national defense tax has taxed 


the United States mint here to the 
limit—it’s out of pennies. 

Superintendent Edwin H. Dressel 
said yesterday that “we've shipped 
out millions of ’em, and if the de- 
mand keeps up, we'll have to throw 
all our resources on pennies, 24 
hours 2 day.” 

The new tax, effective July 1, 
added te the purchase price of 
about 4f items and most of the 
increases were from one to a few 
cents. 

Banks throughout the nation an- 
ticipated the need and stocked up. 
Qn June 24, the mint here had 
2% i’ "ive s. Sebati ee * tie 


Dresse id about the only one’ 
cent coins still around were in the 
pockets of employes. 

“They've (the banks—not the em- 
ployes) taken everything we had in 
stock,” he declared, “and the orders 
are piling up all the time.” 

The mint has a penny-capacity of 
1,400,006 for an eight hour shift, 
which means that soon it will be 
turning Gui more than 4,200,000 cop- 
pers a day when the three shifts 
are started. ° 
“And this probably will have to 
be kept ap until the demand levels 
off,” Dressel added.

Senator Warns Democrats

ASSAILS STIMSON,

Calls Them ‘Warmakers’ 


1800 He Will Fight Con- 


firmation. 


United States Senator Burton K. 
Wheeler of Montana, a candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for 
President, again urged non-inter- 
vention in the European war last 
night before an audience of 1800 in 
the opera house of the Municipal 
Auditorium which punctuated his 
address with cries of “Amen” and 
“It’s the truth” in old-fashioned 
camp meeting style. 

Called by the Peace Action Com- 
mittee and other groups interested 
in keeping this country out of war, 
the meeting was attended by sev- 
eral hundred Townsendites, some 
of whom marched to the audi- 
torium in a body, members of 


church organizations and numer- 
ous students. The audience, which 
included many women, filled the 
first floor. Anti-war literature was 
passed out in the lobby. 

Cheers and approving whistles 
interrupted Senator Wheeler for 
several minutes when he declared 
that unless the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention, which convenes 
at Chicago July 15, adopted a keep- 
out-of-foreign war plank, which the 
Republicans failed to adopt, “a new 
and great anti-war party will arise 
to challenge both.”

The Montana Senator, who was 
the vice-presidential nominee on 
the Progressive third-party ticket in 
1924, vigorously assailed the cab- 
inet appointments of Col. Frank 
Knox as Secretary of the Navy and 
Henry L. Stimson as Secretary of 
War and said he was going to 
Washington today to fight their 
confirmation. 

Senator Wheeler said he was not 
opposed to Knox and Stimson be- 
cause they were Republicans — he 
welcomed: the idea of a coalition 
Cabinet in time of emergency—but 
because he deemed them “war- 
makers” and interventionists. 
Stimson, to whom he referred as 
“a 73-year-old Wall Street lawyer,” 
urged an act of war, Senator 
Wheeler said, shortly before his 
Cabinet appointment in an address 
at Yale University in which he 
stated “we should accelerate by ev- 
ery. means in our power the sending 
of planes and other munitions to 
Britain and France; sending them 
if necessary in our own ships and 
under. convoy.” 


Quotes Knox Criticisms. 

Adoption of such’ a policy, Sen- 
ator Wheeler maintained, would be 
“not an act short of war” but war. 
Turning to Col. Knox, the Chicago 
publisher, Senator Wheeler quoted 
from his writings and addresses 
showing that he indulged in “biting 
criticisms” of President Roosevelt’s 
foreign policy for several years. Yet 
his Cabinet appointment, Senator 
Wheeler pointed out, came after a 
recent Grand Rapids address in 
which Col. Knox was quoted as say- 
ing:

POST-DISPATCH THANKED

N his address at the Municipal 
Auditorium last night, Senator 
Burton Wheeler said: 

“The St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
in a public-spirited editorial, 
called attention to a recently 
issued report of the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee. Pre- 
pared by a group of hard-headed 
realists who deal daily with 
the problem of building battle- 
ships and destroyers and guns 
—this report states that for the 
United States to go to war 
would mean a tragic sacrifice 
of the nation’s liberties and 
assets. 

“And I want now to publicly 
thank the Post-Dispatch for the 
splendid work it is doing to 
keep the country out of war. 

“The committee declared that 
the Unitec States is not pre- 
pared to give concrete help to 
any nation by intervention, and 
that we would only jeopardize 
our own welfare by doing so.”

NEW FIVE BILLION 
DEFENSE REQUEST 
10 G0 10 CONGRESS 


Funds and Authorizations 
to Be Sought for Mass 
Production 
Tanks and Guns. 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP). — 
A supplementary defense program, 
expected to cost upwards of $5,- 
000,000,000 and designed to take 
long strides toward building up the 
nation’s air forces toward a 50,000- 
plane goal, will be submitted to 
Congress next week. 

The program’ discussed today 
at the White House, is intended to 
start mass production of planes, 
tanks and guns. 

Details were worked out in a 
conference between President 
Roosevelt and key officials in the 
defense program, but the necessity 
for completing some factors for 
the Navy probably will result in 
holding up its submission to Con- 
gress until next week. One informed 
individual said a message probably 
would be submitted to the legisla- 
tors next Monday. 

The program may be split about 
equally between outright appropria- 
tions and authorizations for addi- 
tional appropriations to be made 


The army is expected to be given 
some $4,000,000,000 in appropria- 
tions and the ravy $1,000,000,000, 

These new billions would supple- 
ment a total of $5,082,210,080 al- 
ready provided for defense pur- 
poses at this session of Congress. 


This total included an earlier sup- 
plementary fund of $1,479,000,000 
which was added on top of bil- 
lion-dollar plus appropriations for 
the army and navy. 

Thus, with still another $5,- 
000,000,000 on the way, the nation’ 
arms expenditures for the fiscal 
year just started would rival the 
all-time record arms outlay of $11,- 
011,387,000 for the 12 months be- 
ginning July 1, 1918. 


Packard Gets Contract. 


The Defense Commission § an- 
nounced today that the Packard 
Motor Co. had agreed tentatively to 
undertake a contract for 9000 air- 
craft engines—3000 for the United 
States and 6000 for Great Britain. 

William S. Knudsen, in charge 
of defense production, said the 
agreement was subject to approval 
of the Packard directors. Henry 
Ford refused the order, saying he 
would work only for the United 
States. 

The airplane motors are of Rolls 
Royce design, hitherto made only 
for Britain. 

M. M. Gilman, Packard president, 
said his company’s Detroit plant 
would be tooled and prepared to 
begin actual production 10 months 
from the date the contract is ac- 
tually signed. 

Knudsen said the production, as 
estimated, would start at the rate 
of 20 engines a month and reach 
a total of 840 monthly after 15 
months. 

The Packard company manufac- 
tured aircraft motors for the Unit- 
ed States and Allies in the World 
War and several years ago experi- 
mented with a Diesel aircraft mo- 
tor. 
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Navy Contracts Awarded. 


The navy awarded contracts to- 
day for construction of three air- 
cratf carriers and two cruisers cost- 
ing $169,530,000 to the Newport 
(News (Va.) Shipbuilding and Dry- 
dock Co. 

The aircraft carriers are to cost 
$43,662,000 each and the cruisers 
$19,272,500 each. They are the last 
of the 92 combatant ships for which 
Congress thus far has provided 
funds.

GERMANS BOMB 
ENGLAND IN FIRST 
DAYLIGHT RAID 


Planese Attack in Relays— 
16 Persons Killed and 
145 Injured in Last 24 
Hours. 


LONDON, July 3 (AP). — The 
German air force, piling uttack on 
attack in its war of nerves and 


bombs, lashed at the whole of En- 
gland today—for the first time in 
broat aylight. The Nazi bombers 
came over in relays. 

The British reported three per- 
sons were killed and 25 injured. 

_The raiders dropped bombs on 
the southeast coast, in the north- 
east of England, in Scotland and 
on the eastern English shore. 

Five German bormbers were shot 
down, one of them in a fierce fight 
off the southeast coast. Twenty- 
eight Nazi planes now have been 
destroyed since the first large scale 
attack on Britain June 18. 

13 Killed in Night Raids. 

The new casualties increased to 
16 dead and about 145 wounded 
the total for the last 24 tours. Thir- 
teen persons were killed and 120 
injured last night, the heaviest 
casualty list of raids thus far on 
British soil. 

New stabs at the German Ruhr, 
Westph .lia, Belgium ana Denmark 
were made meantime by the Royal 
Air Force, the Air Ministry an- 
nounced.

A baby and a grandmother were 
killed by a bomb which demolished 
a house in a Suffolk coast town in 
Southeast England. Several work- 
men were injured by three bombs 


which dropped in Northeastern 
England, 

In the southeast, a bombing at- 
tack set a big building afire dur- 
ing the afternoon. Air raid pre- 


cautions firemen were called out. 

“Whistling” Bombs Dropped. 

At one point in the south a Ger- 
man bomber fled southward, pur- 
sued by three British Hurricane 
fighters. With swastikas plainly 
visible, it swooped to drop “whis- 
tling” bombs, then circled and 
dropped more. A column of smoke 
rose where the bombs fell. 

In the southeastern - raid on 
bomb fell in a garden, smashing 
the front of a house. Two other 
bombs fell in an adjoining roadway 
and more fell in the open country 
and in the sea. 

Several times during the night 
and morning bombers were said to 
have been forced back from the 
coast by anti-aircraft fire and Brit- 
ish pursuit planes. Another plane 
was driven off when it appeared 
over Wales, the first German day- 
light flight over that region. 

One invading plane machine- 
gunned soldiers near the’ English 
shore and dropped _ incendiary 
bombs. 

The attacks were the first in the 
full light of day for the British 
Isles. On Monday and Tuesday, 
however, raiders appeared in the 
long summer twilight. 

Three Towns Bombed. 

The heaviest of last evening’s 
raids came at three Northeastern 
coastal towns. 

At least 10 of the dead and many 
of the injured were reported in 
one town where a raider dropped 
high explosive bombs on a thickly 
inhabited area. In a section em- 
bracing four or five streets, fire- 
men and air raid precautions squads 
worked in relays throughout the 
night digging for trapped victims. 
Shattered glass coated the streets 
for more than a quarter of a mile. 

Eight persons were injured—two 
seriously—when bombs fell in an- 
other northeast town and in the 
outskirts of another. One woman 
running for refuge died of a heart 
attack.

LONDON, July 3 (AP)— 
Torpedoed off the cost of Ire- 
land by a German submarine, 
the British liner Arandora 
Star, bound for Canada with 
2000 persons, most of them in- 
terned Italians and Germans, 
sank with apparently heavy 
loss of life. 

Many of the internees were 
killed. in a wild rush for life- 
boats, said survivors who 
reached a Scottish port today. 
The water was filled with 
bodies and debris, the witnesses 
related. Hundreds were asleep 
when the torpedo struck and

WILLKIE TERMS 
NEW DEAL ISSUE 
INTHE CAMPAIGN

NEW YORK, July 3 (AP)— 
Wendell L. Willkie said today he 
thought party lines would play lit- 
tle part in the coming presidential 
campaign, and that the issue was 
between those who believed in the 
New Deal’s philosophy and those 
who opposed it. 

“People are not divided the way 
they were,” he said. “There are 


certain basic beliefs on which peo- 
ple divide, largely on the New 
Deal’s philosophy. Domestically, 
that is the issue.” 

Asked to comment on a statement 
by John L. Lewis, CIO chief, that 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, 
was the only candidate the Demo- 
crats could nominate to defeat 
him, Willkie said: 

“It doesn’t matter who the Dem- 
ocrats nominate. We are going to 
win.” 

Willkie added that he agreed 
with Lewis that President Roose- 
velt, should he run for a third 
term, could not defeat him. 

Willkie. said it appeared “more 
and more certain” that he would 
set up a three-man control system 
for his campaign, about which he 
has been conferring with Repub- 
lican: leaders and other advisers. 

The Republican nominee said he 
was considering “three or four’ 
men to head this group as cam-

One of the documents, DNB said, 
was signed by Generalissimo Maur- 
ice Gamelin, former Allied com- 
mander-in-chief, dated last March 
16, just three weeks before Ger- 
many marched into Denmark and 
Norway. é 

New German White Book. 

The five documents published to- 
day, a spokesman said, are only 
the first in a series in an of- 
ficial Nazi Foreign Office white 
book. A second group, to be pub- 
lished tomorrow, deals with as- 
strted Allied machinations to in- 
volve Turkey. A third group, the 
spokesman said, concerns Allied 
preparations for the Flanders cam- 
paign. 
The Gamelin document, as quoted 
by DNB, was entitled “conduct of 
war” and called for action de- 
scribed as “wear and tear of Ger- 
man forces ... in order to strike 
preceptible if not decisive blows 
against Germany.” 

DNB further quoted Gamelin: 

s ‘At the moment, it appears very 
difficult to achieve good results 
on land outside the unoccupied 
areas. Therefore, Germany must 
be forced to come out of its present 
waiting position.” 

Ore Mines One Aim, Nazis Say. 
Among other plans, DNB said, 
the various documents called for 
“cuttting off or destroying Swed- 
ish ore mines, and destroying Ru- 
manian oil wells and Soviet oil 
wells at Baku-Batum.” 

They were made public in antici- 
pation of the issuance of the sixth 
white book of the war by the Ger- 
man Foreign Office. 

The first document disclosed was 
an alleged telegram from General- 
issimo slaxime Weygand, then 
army, to Gen. Gamelin, then com- 
mander-in-chief in France. 

Dated March 7, 1940, the mes- 
sage said Air Marshal Mitchell, 
commander of the air force for the 
Middle East, arrived at Beirut, 
Lebanon, that day and informed 
him he had received word from 
London, “in regard to preparations 
for possible bombardment of Baku 
and Batum.”. 

Weygand, according to the tele- 
gram, said Mitchell was seeking 
permission to investigate interme- 
diate landing fields for planes 
which would have their main base 
in Al Jazira in the Levant states. 
Weygand said the investigation was 
carried out by British and French 
officers dressed in civilian clothes. 

This would give the impression 
that the visit concerned work af- 
fecting exploitation of oil fields in 
this region, Weygand said, accord- 
ing to the DNB account, 

U. S. Envoy Mentioned. 
Another document was a tele- 
gram of March 14, purportedly from 
the French Ambassador Massigli 
in Ankara, Turkey, to the French 
Foreign Office and labeled “strict- 
ly secret,” regarding a conversa- 
tion with the Turkish Foreign Min- 
ister. DNB quoted:

WIDESPREAD RIOTS 
AGAINST THE JEWS 


Berlin Declaration Dis- 
claiming Any Assurances 
to Bucharest Dashes 
Hopes of Elements Seek- 
ing Tie-up With Reich. 


BUDAPEST, July 3 (AP).—Hun- 
gary’s military preparations reached 
the highest peak in its peacetime 
history today as it pressed long- 
standing territorial demands on a 
Rumania weakened by Russian in- 
cursions and domestic strife. 


Thousands of men—some as old as 

50 years—have been called to the 
colors in the last few days, and the 
army is now virtually at full 
strength. 

Highways and railroads in the 
eastern part of the country were 
jammed as reinforcements, includ- 
ing tanks and heavy artillery, 
streamed toward the Rumanian 
frontier. During the night long col- 
- umns of requisitioned horses moved 

through Budapest en route to the 
front. 

Anti-aircraft guns with full crews 
stood guard at all the main bridges 
over the Danube River. Blackout 
lights were strung over the streets 
of the capital, and gendarmes took 
over from regular police the task 
of guarding the railway station. 

Envoy Back From Bucharest. 


There was every indication that 
Hungary intends to use force if 
necessary to regain the disputed 
border province of Transylvania 
which it lost to Rumania in 1918, 
although some*hope remained that 
Germany, anxious to preserve peace 
in the Balkans, might be able to 
effect a compromise settlement. 

The return to Budapest of Laszlo 
Bardossy, Hungarian Minister to 
Bucharest, stirred speculation that 
some sort of negotiations were in 

he air. There were reports he had 
mrought back a report on the ex- 
tent to which Rumania might be 
willing to’ satisfy Hungarian de- 
mands. 

Reports of domestic strife in Ru- 
mania, threatening King Carol’s 
place on the threne, gave rise, how- 
ever, to popular belief that the time 
is ripe for Hungary to strike. 

Fresh reports of persecution of 
the Hungarian minority in Transyl- 
vania increased demands here for 
action. 

Bulgaria Appears Calm. 

Bulgaria—seeking Southern Do- 
bruja from Rumania — appeared 
calm. There were no indications 
of extensive Bulgarian military 
preparations, and some troops were 
reported to have been given leaves. 

Information from Sofia indicated 
Bulgaria was confident its claims 
would be satisfied by peaceful meas- 
ures. Two Rumanian warplanes 
were‘ said to have been fired at

could be resumed again.” 


Alleged Plan to Aid Finns. 

Document No. 2, as cited by 
DNB, was entitled a plan by Game- 
lin for participation by a French- 
British force in operations in Fin- 
land. The document indicated 
material support of the Finns had 
been agreed on by the Allies and 
the first shipments made Dec. 20, 
1939. 

The French high command stu- 
died the question of to what ex- 
tent French forces could be em- 
ployed for this purpose. Com- 
mander Ganeval left France Dec. 
20, 1939, to discuss the problem 
with Baron Mannerheim, Finnish 
supreme commander. He returned 
Jan, 20, 1940. 

The DNB account said _ the 
French high command had been 
working on “a general plan of 
armed intervention in Finland” 
since Jan. 16, 1940. At outlined, 
there was to be disembarkation of 
Allied troops at Petsamo, in Arctic 
Finland. 

“At the same time,” it said, “har- 
bors and airports on the Norwegian 
west coast were to:be brought as a 
precaution into Allied hands,” with 
operations possibly extending into 
Sweden with the-occupation of the 
ore mines of Gallivare. 

Gamelin Quoted on Turks. 

Document No. 3 in the DNB list 
was a telegram from Gamelin to 
Weygand March 12, 1940, in which 
Gamelin was quoted: 

“In my opinion, operations in the 
middle Orient must be led by the 
British high command and in the 
Caucasus by the Turkish command, 
since the latter operation will be 
carried out through Turkish forces 
in co-operation with the air force 
and possibly special contingents.” 

The document relating to the pro- 
jected Finnish campaign said that 
in an inter-Allied military discus- 
sion of Jan. 31-Feb. 2 the English 
decidedly favored operations 
against Northern Swedish ore mines 
and the projected Petsamo opera- 
tion was renounced by the Allied 
Supreme War Council Feb. 5. 

The document gave purported de- 
tails of Allied plans for operations 
in Finland, with the co-operation 
of the British and French fleets, 
and said, “opening of the Nordic 
theater of war... offers extraor- 
dinary interest. Aside from _ the 
moral advantages, the blockade be- 
comes more effective, but) foremost

BERLIN DISCLAIMS 
PLEDGE TO RUMANIA 


BUCHAREST, July 3 (AP).—A 
declaration in Berlin disclaiming 
any assurances of German sup- 
port to Rumania left a grave 
question here tonight as to this 
nation’s future policy in the event 
of further frontier attacks. 

The news was received while 
King Carol II worked to restore 
national unity and to put down in- 
ternal disorders resulting from 
outbreaks of violent anti-Semitism. 

The Berlin announcement dashed 
the hopes of those Rumanian offi- 
cials who had been wanting a close 
tie-up with the Reich. | 
Rumania, meanwhile, observed a 
day of mourning over the loss of 
Bessarabia and Northern Buco- 
vina. 

Refugees from areas ceded un- 
der ultimatum to Soviet Russia 
participated in the observance, 
which marked the end of the pe- 
riod during which Rumanians 
might withdraw from those areas. 

It is estimated that 300,000 home- 
less men, women and children fled 
into old Rumania ahead of the Red 
army advance. On the other hand, 
at least 100,000 Jews in old Ru- 
mania were reported to have mi- 
grated into Bessarabia after the 
Soviet occupation began. 

| Black Draped Fiags. 

The country showed its grief

Anti-Jewish Riots. 


A number of prominent Jews 
were believed to have been killed 
in riots. 

The morning papers carried the 
obituary of Adolphe Gropper, 
wealthy Jewish hotel owner at 
Sinaia. The cause of his death 
was not stated. 

Scores were injured, some be- 
lieved fatally, in a number of riots 
last night in Bucharest and other 
places ranging from the capital to 
Jass: near the border of Russian- 
eccupied Bessarabia. Today they 
extended throughout the country. 

Many wealthy Jews fled to the 
country and others remained inside 
homes. Bucharest has between 
100,000 and. 200,000 Jews. 

The attacks started Sunday near 
the Bessarabian border. 

(Observers at Budapest reported 
increasingly violent anti-Jewish out- 
breaks and demonstrations general- 
ly through Rumania, Hungary and 
Yugoslavia.) 

Official quarters made no effort 
to minimize the seriousness of 
these disorders, coming at a time 
when Hungarian troops were 


massed on the frontier in support 
of Hungary’s claim for return of 
Transylvania and when Bulgaria 
was pressing for a similar annexa- 
tion of Southern Dobruja. 


The Rumanian Parliament was 
scheduled to meet today after two 
postponements. Sessions previous- 
ly had been set for Saturday and 
Monday.

Senator Calls It “Charter of Poverty,’ Says 
Senate Majority Was for Townsend Bill 
“Before War Hysteria Hit.” 


United States Senator Sheridan 
Downey of California brought 
cheering delegates to the fifth an- 
nual Townsend National Conven- 
tion to their feet today when he 
denounced the Federal Social Se- 
curity Act as a “charter of. mis- 
fortune and poverty” and an “un- 
workable, stupid, tragic mistake.” 

In his hour-long oration at Muni- 
cipal Auditorium, Downey: raised 
the hopes of the Townsendites for 
a quick realization of their plan 
when he said that “before tifis war 
hysteria hit Washington a major- 
ity of the Senators was ready to 
vote for the Townsend bill.” The 
\bill would provide for old-age pen- 
sions, eventually ranging up to 

00 a month, to be paid for out 
of a 2 per cent gross income tax. 

Downey, who is a member of 
the Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, went back to Washington 
immediately after his speech. He 
said he was against the proposal 
for universal conscription, and 
suggested instead a permanent air 
force of 1,000,000 flyers and mechan- 
ics and a permanently fully mech- 
anited army of 500,000. He said 


he also favored an expanded havy. 
Although Downey generally is 
considered the leading Townsend- 
ite holding public office—he re- 
ferred to Dr, Francis E. Townsend 
as “our leader’—he made no ref- 
erence to the third party hints

“The Republican party has not 
only failed to go down the line for 
peace,” Wheeler said, “but it has 
nominated a man who has said that 
cur first line of defense is in 
Europe. If it is, then we ought 
to be there right now. But our 
first line of defense is to preserve 
American democracy and see to it 
that our aged are taken care of, 
that our 10,000,000 unemployed are 
put to work, and see to it that our 
civil liberties are preserved.” 

Praise for Townsend. 

Wheeler’s praise for his audience 
was contained in his closing words:

PERSHING BACKS DRAFT 
FOR DEFENSE. TRANING 


Tells Senators Considering Bill 
Selective Conscription Might 
Keep U. S. Out of War. 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP).— 
Gen. John J. Pershing urged today 
immediate enactment by Congreas 
of a broad system of compulsory 
military training. He deseribed such 
an action as likely to help “keep 
this country out of war.” 

A letter from Gen. Pershing, 
World War American Expedition- 
ary Force commander and General 
of the Armies was read to the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee 
by Chairman Sheppard (Dem.), 
Texas, when the committee began 
public hearings on a training bill 
sponsored by Senator Burke (Dem.), 
Nebraska. 

Gen. Pershing said compulsory 
training could have saved thou- 
sands of lives and millions of dol- 
lars for the United States in the 
last war. 

Would Promote Democracy. 

At present, he said, “such a meas- 
ure, in my opinion, would promote 
democracy by bringing into intimate 
contact and on an equal footing 
young men in all walks of life.” 

“Moreover,” he added, “it might 
well be the determining factor in 
keeping us out of war.” 

He cautioned that in “modern 
war the advantage is decidedly on 
the side that is ready.” 

The Burke bill provides for regis- 
tration of all male citizens and 
resident aliens between 18 and 65 
years old. Men between 21 and 45 
would be trained for the armed 
services under a selective system, 
Older and younger men would be 
held available for tz-aining in home 
defense units. 

While generally backing prin- 
ciples of the bill, Gen. Pershing 
suggested that home defense units 
might best be covered in separate 
legislation and that training periods 
for men between 21 and 45 might 
extend beyond the proposed eight

A Bill to Confiscate Wealth. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HILE public interest is centered 
largely on European affairs and po- 
litical matters at home, the actions of 
the legislative branch of our Government 
appear to be obscured. 

The Lee bill, known also as Senate bill 
No. 1650, which proposes an infamous 
procedure, is one which should be sunk 
into oblivion as a deadly peril to free- 
dom and democracy in America, 

This bill was approved by a committee 
of the United States Senate. It now rests 
on the Senate’s “consent calendar” and 
may be brought out for a vote at any 
time. 

If this bill should be passed, Congress 
would only need to declare war or declare 
that war is “imminent” for the President 
to cause a census of the net wealth of the 
United States to be taken by “wealth ap- 
praisers,” or “snoopers,” in every com- 
munity. 

Every person would be required to reg- 
ister his gross wealth and financial ob- 
ligations with the appraisers, including 
life insurance policies and equity in a 
home. Failure to do so would subject the 
citizen to a fine or imprisonment. 

According to a sliding scale, each citi- 
zen would have to “invest” his resources 
in 50-yea Government bonds, which 
would pay 1 per cent interest and be sub- 
ject to taxation. 

Persons lacking cash to buy the bonds 
would be required to borrow from the 
Government, giving notes secured by col- 
lateral and paying the Government 6 
per cent interest on the loans—getting 
back only 1 per cent on the bonds. 

In other words, it would be governmen- 
tal confiscation of private property. 

This measure should be vigorously op- 
posed by all citizens who believe in main- 
taining freedom and democracy in 
America.

ON THE BARROOM FLOOR. 

We still have two faces on the barroom floor, 
recently portrayed in a Fitzpatrick cartoon. One is 
that of Lawrence McDaniel, Excise Commissioner. 
The other is that of Lawrence McDaniel, candidate 
for Governor. 

After wrestling with himself for several weeks, 
Mr. McDaniel] has decided not to forfeit the political 
strength that goes witu holding the office of Excise 
Commissioner.

It is certainly an unpleasant 
sight to find a candidate for the high office of Gov- 
ernor playing ball with the liquor crowd. 

When we say playing ball, we mean just that. 
The record shows a strange fallinr off in the activi- 
ties of Mr. McDaniel’s law enforcement job since he 
became a candidate for Governor. In the six months 
preceding his announcement, he assessed 57 penal- 
ties; in the six months since, penalties have fallen 
to 2°. Inthe year prior to June 1, his office conduct- 
ed an average of six hearings a month. Up to two 
days before the end of May, the day we first called 
attention to his laxity, there had been only two 
hearings that month. 

It is perhaps smart politics for a machine can- 
didate to get all the machine support he can and 
to use public office to gain support of the liquor 
dealers he is supposed to proceed against when they 
commit law violations. Maybe it is too smart, be- 
cause in a presidential year there is a great outpour- 
ing of voters who are not members of any machine 
and who do not like machine candidates. 

This is particularly true in Missouri at the present 
time. Missouri has just rid itself of the Pendergast 
machine, which spread its tentacles over the State. 
Mayor Dickmann’s candidate, under the circum- 
stances, might have done well to lean backward in 
such matters as his job as Excise Commissioner. He 
might have done well to quit that job the minute he 


; filed for Governor. . 


If we understand the people right, they are very 
suspicious just now of all-powerful machines, no mat- 
ter whether they are Pendergast or any other kind 
of machines. 

The two faces are still on the barroom floor, and 
the independent voters can draw their own conclu- 
sions as to whether or not this is the way for a 
candidate to recommend himself for the job of Gov- 
ernor. 
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AMERICA’S NEW GOLCONDA. 

There once was a day when America’s great for- 
tunes were made in railroads, in banking, in land, 
in manufacturing of various kinds. It’s a wholly 
different story today, if the Treasury figures on top- 
bracket salaries are a safe indication. It’s the busi- 
ness of entertainment, something accounted not quite 
respectable in the day of the railroad kings and land 
barons, that now gets the big money. 

The list of the 10 highest-paid Americans for 1938 
includes a soap maker, a business machine manu- 
facturer, a steel man—and seven movie people. The 
next 10 includes a tobacco company president, an 
auto firm head, an insurance man—and again seven 
movie people. 

It’s a greatly changed world when Claudette Colbert 
ranks ahead of Eugene Grace on the payrolls, when 
Shirley Temple makes more money than William S. 
Knudsen. Just what all this signifies it would be 
difficult to say. But wouldn’t James J. Hill, back in 
the ’80s, have snorted if Lilljan Russell was reported 
earning more dollars per annum than he?

Aware that farmers are being asked to sign the 
repeal and vitiating amendment petitions, the Mis- 
souri Farm Bureau News, weekly paper of the 
State Farm Bureau Federation, tells its members to 
think back a bit. What was conservation like under 
the old political Game and Fish Department? Why 
was it that the State voted overwhelmingly four years 
ago for non-political administration of wildlife care 
and propagation? Contrast the progress of conserva- 
tion under the commission with the steady decrease 
in wildlife in Missouri under the old political mis- 
management and then make the obvious choice. 

The Missouri Ruralist, edited by John F. Case, 
says that “it would be tragic indeed if all the 
foundation work begun in 1937 were destroyed by re- 
peal, and conservation put back into politics.” Re- 
viewing the political printing activities of former 
Senator McCawley, one of the petition circulators, 
this widely read biweekly recommends that its sub- 
scribers, when asked to sign a petition, put this ques- 
tion to persons with the petition: “Just. what do 
you get out of this?” 

William Hirth’s Missouri Farmer is no uncritical 
booster of the Conservation Commission. But faulty 
though the commission may be, it “has within itself 
the means for improvement.” That improvement 
“does not lie,” says Mr. Hirth’s discriminating jour- 
nal, “in scrapping the conservation amendment and 
turning our wildlife resources over to the grasping 
hands of politicians.” 

There should be no doubt in any farmer’s mind 
about the conservation amendment, but if there has 
been, the unequivocal stand of these three Missouri 
farm journals should remove it altogether. 
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POOR JOE IDENTIFIED. 

One of our subscribers, after reading the editorial 
on weeds in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, asks for more 
information about the weed known as poor Joe. It 
is a pleasure to comply. Poor Joe is a wiry, harsh- 
leaved little madder who—we find it impossible to 
rob him of his personality by using such words as 
“it” and “which”’—is forced to take what is left 
after the big weeds have divided up the garden 
world. He grows from the rock-fenced hillside of 
the Berkshires to the Rocky Mountains, and especial- 
ly on the thin soils of the South. But wherever the 
ground is fertile, he is pushed away by ragweed 
and the other tall, better-leaved weeds. They grow 
up and overwhelm him so that he never has a 
| chance in fertile soil. But give poor Joe a field so 
}barren that other weeds will not stop overnight, and 
jhe will keep it green under the most adverse condi- 
|tions. Some people call him the button weed, from

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CONTINENTAL DEFENSE IN THE CARIBBEAN. 

One of the pressing problems of national defense 
is the disposition of Allied possessions in the New 
World in case of a final Nazi victory in Europe. 

It is reassuring to learn that the administration 
is being forehanded in this vital matter by formu- 
lating a plan for an inter-American trusteeship to be 
exercised over the Caribbean possessions of the Al- 
lied Powers pending the final outcome of the war. 

According to ® Washington dispatch published in 
the Post-Dispatch yesterday, the State Department is 
drawing up a tentative plan for such a mandate and 
will be ready to present it to the Pan-American 
Conference which meets in Havana July 20. 

With Holland and France already under the swas- 
tika, the question of what to do with their Caribbean 
possessions is of immediate concern. Any plan for- 
mulated with respect to French and Dutch holdings 
in this area could be extended to English possessions 
in the same region if Great Britain is defeated by 
Germany. 

This method of calling upon all the American 
nations to deal jointly with the problem is in 
dramatic contrast with the propensity of the dicta- 
tor Powers to grab all the territory which their mili- 
tary power will allow them to seize. 

Such measured consideration for the interests of 
the other nations of this hemisphere should help re- 
move any fears which they may still retain for what 
some of them have occasionally referred to as the 
“Colossus of the North.” 

In this way we should be able—if Germany emerges 
victorious in Europe—to acquire vital air bases in 
Latin America by consultation and negotiation, with- 
out any suggestion of resort to the methods of force 
which have proved the curse of the Old World. 
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WHY WE DO NOT PRINT PAGE 1 EDITORIALS. 

In recent weeks, several readers have suggested 
that the Post-Dispatch print on Page 1 editorials 
dealing with subjects of major importance. One of 
these readers says: “Since a great number of peo- 
ple never read the editorial page, front-page edi- 
torials should be used in this crisis. People must 
get this important information that we have every- 
thing to lose and nothing to gain by entering the 
war.” :

KNOX AND STIMSON CHANGE THEIR TUNE. 

Cabinet Appointees Knox and Stimson are not the 
Same persons as Publisher Knox and Lawyer Stim- 
son. The opinions on American foreign policy 
which they gave yesterday before Senate commit- 
tees were altogether different from those they had 
been expressing only 10 days or so back, before they 
were chosen by the President to fill the key defense 
posts in his administration. 

Mr. Stimson made a violent speech at New Haven 
just two weeks ago last night. He urged letting the 
French and British navies use American ports, and 
he proposed sending planes and munitions abroad 
“in our own ships and under convoy”—two steps 
which would have been definite acts of war. 
Washington yesterday, however, his tone was much 
milder. He denied favoring intervention abroad, and 
agreed that America isn’t prepared to fight in Eu- 
rope even if it wanted to. 

Mr. Knox for months has been beating the editorial 
tomtoms about the European war in his Chicago 
Daily News. Yesterday, he told the Senate Naval Af- 
fairs Committee that he did not believe this country 
should or would participate in the war, and said 
he opposed sending military support abroad. 

What has caused these two men to modify their 
views so decidedly? It is the voice of public opinion. 
The people want ample preparedness, which both 
Stimson and Knox strongly indorse. They sympa- 
thize with Britain, and favor sending every scrap 
of help that can be sent lawfully and without im- 
pairing our own defenses. But the people, as is 
shown by polls of public opinion, do not want the 
country to enter the European war, and they disap- 
prove war-mongering by responsible publi: officials. 
Messrs. Stimson and Knox have apparently heard 
that disapproval. 

So long as they follow the views outlined in their 
testimony yesterday, Stimson and Knox will have 
popular support as they enter upon their great task of 
sv ervising development of the national defenses. 
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A STEP TOWARD NON-PARTISAN JUDGES. 

The plan to take Missouri Judges out of politics 
has the people strongly behind it, if the initiative 
petitions, filed yesterday at Jefferson City, are any 
indication at all. 

Only 46,000 signatures were required to put the 
proposition on the November ballot. The petitions as 
filed bore 74,075 signatures. The minimum legal re- 
quirement is for representation of nine congressional 
districts. These signatures were gathered from all 
13 districts. 

Collecting signatures is ordinarily an arduous job. 
Many meritorious proposals have fallen by the way- 
side because their sponsors were unable to gather 
enough names. But the Missouri Institute for the 
Administration of Justice, sponsor of the judgeship 
plan, has found it possible to go far beyond the limits 
required to get the proposal on the ballot. 

This indicates a great wave of popular opinion in 
favor of the change. But it is by no means a guar- 
antee of victory, It is still necessary to combat the 
party machines and the selfish interests which want 
to retain the old discredited plan whereby Judges 
must do combat in the political arena to win and 
hold their seats. If every one of the 74,075 signers 
of these petitions will constitute himself or herself 
a committee of one to push the plan among immedi- 
ate acquaintances, however, then its adoption in No- 
vember is assured.

My Dear Friend: 
HAVE received your letter calling atten-

We were unpre- 
pared for the quick collapse of the French 
army; we have been stunned and shocked 
by the treason or stupidity of men like Gen. 
Corap; we hardly know what to make of 
disclosures like that made by M. W. Fodor 


Casablanca, unassembled, because French 
plane manufacturers sought more advan- 
tageous business arrangements with their 
Government. 

We were shocked, too, by Churchill’s 
speech indicating widespread treason in Eng- 
land, etc., etc. “The need for national unity,” 
said Churchill, “forecloses any inquest on 
the past. Besides, there are too many in it.”

These and many other happenings com- 
pel the conclusion that there was something 
rotten in France and something is decadent 
in Britain. The Britain of 1914 was differ- 
ent. The France of 1914 was different. 
What has happened? I do not know. 

These staggering concepts are so new 
and so unexplored that I cannot project my 
mind beyond them to the future. All I can 
see or feel at present is that the world is 
being remade in -revolutionary fashion.

Flagg.” I believe we have to think fast 
about the present and the very immediate 
future.

OPENS CIVIC THEATER 


New Broadway Comedy Hit 
Ranks as One of Group’s 
Best Laugh Shows.

In opening its third summer sea- 
son last night, the Civic Theater 
brought to St. Louis one of New 
York’s latest comedy successes, 
“See My Lawyer.” Like many other 
fast farces which have had the 
guiding hand of George Abbott, 
this is filled with laughs and per- 
haps ranks at the top among all 
Civic Theater plays in that respect. 

Its chief character is an eccen- 
tric 20-million-dollar playboy, mar- 
ried four times already, who goes 


about the great city of New York 
getting into such mischief as ty- 
ing the milkman’s horse to a fire 
hydrant, registering at employment 
agencies, picketing restaurants and 
taking his automobile up to the 
roofs of skyscrapers in freight ele- 
vators. The Civic Theater custom- 
ers split their sides when they see 
him calmly clip the necktie off one 
of his attorneys, with the office 
shears. 

At the opening of the piece, the 
firm of Lee, Russo and O’Rourke, 
played by Vincent Vernon, Jack- 
man Bieger and Julian Luckett, is 
very much down to its last dime 
for want of clients. Happy acci- 
dent puts Playboy Robert Carlin’s 
name on a contract with the three 
and the round of merriment goes 
madly on until Carlin kidnaps the 
pretty office secretary, who hap- 
pens also to be Lee’s fiancee. Jack 
Weaver takes the role of Carlin, 
Dorothy Remley is secretary. 

“See My Lawyer” was written by 
Richard Maibaum and Harry Clork, 
a pair of Hollywood writers now 
but both of whom have had previ- 
ous experience writing for Broad- 
way. In addition tc its main char- 
acters, it is filled with dialect 
comics, impertinent delivery boys 
and repair men and the like. No- 
table successes in these lesser parts 
are achieved by Robert Schulman, 
as a Semitic satellite of the firm 
in the outer office, Tom Cowdery 
as the secretary’s brother and of- 
fice sleuth, Charles Heitzeberg as 
a delivery boy, William Atwood as 
telephone linesman and Margaret 
Hart as a chorus girl out of Car- 
lin’s immediate past. 

The leading players—Vernon, 
Luckett, Weaver, Bieger and Miss 
Remley—are uniformly’ capable, 
and “See My Lawyer” has few in- 
stances in which lack of training 
shows through the professional 
gloss of performance.

OF $50,000 IN FEES 


Member Alleges Officers 
Ignore Court Order Dissolv- 
ing Sorority. 


LOS ANGELES, July 3 (AP).— 
Suit demanding an accounting of 
funds said to exceed $50,000 and a 
restraining order to prevent further 
sessions of the thirty-fourth bien- 
nial convention of Pi Beta Phi, 
national college sorority, was filed 
in Superior Court yesterday. 

More than 1200 members of the 
sorority, founded in 1887 at Mon- 
mouth College in [llinois, are at 
tending the convention at Pasa- 
dena. 

Bernice Van der Vries describing 
herself as a member, based the suit 
on a decree of dissolution she assert- 
ed was entered in the Circuit 
Court of Illinois Dec. 15, 1937, after 
the trustees had failed to file an 
annual report covering organiza- 
tional activities and to pay their 
required franchise tax. 

She charged the convention “is 
illegal and improper because the 
sorority is no longer in existence.” 
She added that since the dissolution 
decree, the sorority’s trustees have 
continued collecting fees and dues 
exceeding $50,000 without rendering 
an accounting, and that $18,000 was 
collected for current convention ex- 
penses.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 3—A 
St. Louis Circuit Court judgment 
approving the action of the trus- 
tees of Barnes Hospital, St. Louis, 
in investing more than $1,000,000. 


of the hospital trust funds in stocks 
and bonds of private corporations 
was affirmed today by Division 
No. 2 of the Missouri Supreme 
Court. 

The case, a friendly test proceed- 
ing instituted by the three trus- 
tees, Frank C. Rand, Albert M. 
Keller and James L. Westlake, in- 
volved the question of whether 
trustees of a charitable trust may 
invest funds of the trust in stocks 
of private corporations in the ab- 
sence of statutory restraints or re- 
structions imposed in the _ trust 
grant. It was the first Supreme 
Court ruling on the point in Mis- 
souri. 

In disposing of the question, the 
court, in an opinion by Commis- 
sioner Henry J. Westhues, said: 
“We think the better rule to be 
that courts should not arbitrarily 
classify securities as proper or im- 
proper for investment of trust 
funds.” 

The trust fund involved was cre- 
ated about 1912 by Robert A. 
Barnes. 

Commissioner Westhues, discus- 
sing conflicting lines of decisions in 
other states, said examination of 
the cases showed trust funds. in 
states prohibiting investment of 
trust funds in stocks “have fared 
no better” than in states permitting 
such investmertts. 

“We think this demonstrates,” he 
said, “that the preservation of trust 
estates depends more upon the in- 
'tegrity, honesty and business acu- 
men of the trustees than it does 
upon arbitrary legal classification 
of securities wherein trust. funds 
may be invested.” : 

All of the Judges of Division No. 
2 concurred.

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FLOW 10 BRITAIN 
OF WAR SUPPLIES 
PROM U.S. SLOWED 


Apparently New Law Re- 
quiring Release by High 
Command Is, in Some 
Degree, Responsible.  - 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP).— 
British acquisitions.of ready-for-use 
war materials in this country ap- 
peared today to have been greatly 
slowed down by a new law forbid- 
_ ding the release of army and navy 
equipment unless the high command 
certifies that it is not essential to 
the national defense. 

The new requirement, incorporat- 
ed in a bill to expedite naval con- 
struction, was signed by President 
Roosevelt Monday. 

Reliable sources reported that the 
War Department had released noth- 
ing for sale to the Allies since Con- 
gress passed the measure. Whether 
the navy had released any equip- 


ment in the Jast few days could not 
be learned authcritatively. but no 
announcement of any srch action 
has been made, 


The evident checking of the flow 
of army and navy equipment to 
Britain may not be due entirely to 
the new law. Informed persons 
said that the bulk of the army’s 
officially labeled surplus of old guns 
and ammunition had been c’eaned 
up when the Allies obtained $37,- 
600,000 worth several weeks ago 
through a subsidiary of the United 
States Steel Corporation. Some Lee 
Enfield rifles of World War vintage 
are still on hand, however, and 
Britain, doubtless, would like to get 
them. 


Also, it is reported in military 
circles that the Eng:ish- French Pur- 
chasing Commissicr hoped that ad- 
ditional cold matezial might be de- 
clared surplus and made available 
for sale as the army obtains deliv- 
eries of new pii.nes, guns, ammuni- 
tion and other equipment. 


Neither Geu. George C. Marshall, 
the army chief of staff, nor Admiral 
Harold R. Stark, chief of naval op- 
erations, has publicly indicated his 
attitude toward making available 
additional old material for sale to 
the British. 


Analysts suggested that their at- 
titude might depend on the circum- 
stances existing when the question 
was raised—in other words, upon 
the situation of Britain and the 
progress made on army and navy 
orders for new equipment. 


President Roosevelt has prom- 
ised the Allies that this country 
would give them material aid. In 
addition to the $37,600.000 worth of 
material made available to them by 
the army, naval reserve and army 
planes have been traced in to man- 
ufacturers for sale to the Allies. 
The army bas also accepted de- 
ferred deliveries on some of its 
new aircraft and thus speeded up 
the delivery of Br'tish orders. 


Recently the navy changed its 
contract with a shipbuilding com- 
pany so s to permit the sale to 
Britain of 2° high-speed mosquito 
boats origina’ly orcered for the 
United States fleet. President 
Roosevelt canceled this transaction, 
however, after Attorney-General 
Robert Jackson ruled that an old 
law forbade it.

BOY, 4, FATALLY BURNED 
GOING FOR BALL IN ASHPIT 


Melvin, 4-year-old son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Clarence Lynch, 2711A North 
Ninth street, died yesterday at City 
Hospital of burns of the body suf- 
fered Saturday when his clothing 
caught fire from burning refuse in 
an ashpit in the backyard of his 
home. 

Neighbors told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the child climbed into 
the ashpit after a ball with which 
he had been playing, and that his 
clothes apparently were set afire 
by dry grass and refuse which 
was being burned in the pit. Mel- 
vin’s father, attracted by screams, 
tore the flaming clothes from the 
child’s body and rushed him to the 
hospital. 


TWO-YEAR TERM FOR 
LABOR LEADER UPHELD 


Supreme Court Affirms Con- 
viction of Sylvester Woods 
in Fatal Beating. 


By the Jefferson City Correspon- 
dent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, July 3—Syl- 
vester Woods of St. Louis, CIO 
steel workers’ organizer, must 
serve a two-year sentence in the 
penitentiary under a Missouri Su- 
preme Court ruling today which 
affirmed his conviction of man- 
slaughter in connection with the 
fatal beating in 1937 of Raymond 

Coyle, non-union steel worker. 

In an opinion written by Commis- 
sioner Henry J. Westhues, Division 
No. 2 of the court upheld the ver- 
dict of a St. Louis Circuit Court 
jury, saying there was ample and 
substantial evidence to sustain the 
conviction. The opinion overruled 
all defense claims of trial error. 

Woods was charged with hiring 
Charles Lane and another man to 
beat Coyle, an employe of the Crun- 
den-Martin Manufacturing Co. in 
St. Louis. Lane pleaded guilty and 
was a State’s witness at Woods’ 
trial. Coyle died several minutes 
after being assaulted by two men 
near the Crunien-Magtin plant.

"T'HE text of an address on “Keep 

Out of War,” delivered last night 
at Municipal Auditorium by United 
States Senator Burton K. Wheeler 
of Montana, speaking before the 
Peace Action Committee of Mis- 
souri, follows: 

All aid short of war—that is the 
catch-phrase of the day. Behind 
this smoke-screen lies the insidi- 
ous propaganda of those who do 
not shrink from leading us down 
the road to war. 

Every organ of propaganda is be- 
ing employed. Full-page ads ap- 
pear in many newspapers. The 
voices of speakers and commenta- 
tors blare forth shrilly from the 
radio. Scare headlines stare at us 
from the press. America is being 
bombarded by the interventionists. 
This is the same barrage that pre- 
ceded our entry into the last war. 

“IT have seen war—I hate war,” 
said President Roosevelt in his 
Chautauqua address in August, 
1936. 

I hated war then, and I haven’t 
changed—I hate war now. That 
is why I am talking to this great 
audience tonight. That is why I 
am going to oppose the appoint- 
ments of Col. Knox to be Secre- 
tary of the Navy and Henry L. 
Stimson to be Secretary of War. 
That is why I have said publicly 
that I shall not hesitate to oppose 
any attempt to make. my party 
the war party. That is why I have 
said that I will, disavow any can- 
didate who I believe may lead this 
country down the road to war. 
That is why I shall go on speak- 
ing and fighting to the end of my 
days against those policies and 
those actions and those men whom 
I believe, wittingly or unwittingly, 
would plunge this country into war. 


“tl Am for Preparedness.” 
Make no mistake about it, I am 
for preparedness, for building up 
and modernizing our defenses, but 
I am opposed to participation in 
foreign wars. We want no pork 
barrel or politically controlled ex- 
penditures of the money spent for 
defense. 
Because you are for keeping out 
of foreign wars does not mean you 
have your heads in the sand. It 
means what President Roosevelt 
said in 1936. I quote: 

“We are not isolationists ex- 
cept in so far as we seek to iso- 
late ourselves completely from 
war.” 

That was my position then — I 
haven’t changed, 

But a truly adequate national 
defense is dependent on more than 
armed might. Selfish economic 
and political forces can menace de- 
mocracy and its institutions with 
as devastating a power as any 
blitzkrieg by Hitler. During this 
administration, the borders of 
social and economic justice have 
been extended. Still we have job 
less workers—10 million of them— 
and distressed farmers. It is their 
economic plight that ee 
more of a danger to the seCurity of 
this nation than any fancied or 
real fifth column. 

To men and women lacking food, 
clothing or shelter, the grandeur 
and beauty of democracy is not 
clear. They will follow the dema- 
gogue who promises most, they are 
easy prey for the philosophies of 
Communism, Naziism or Fascism. 
They are not “fifth columnists,” 
they are not pro-Stalin or pro-Hit- 
ler as some people, who have never 
suffered the pangs of hunger, 
would have you believe. They are 
pro-American, but their economic 
plight is a more real danger to the 
American way of life than any 
soap box oratory. 

Employed workers, a prosperous 
agriculture, sound business and in- 
dustry—those will stop the internal 
growth of any “ism.” 


where the nation with the most 
guns and bombs and tanks im- 
poses its will on its less powerful 
neighbor—in such a world it would 
be obviously the height of folly to 
sit idly by, unprepared and de- 
fenseless. But let us examine this 
national defense problem of ours 
realistically and with common 


‘sense. 


Chances of Invasion. 

Consider this: There is not a 
first-rate military or naval expert, 
here or abroad, who will say that 
this country can be _ successfully 
invaded from a military standpoint 
by any Power or combination of 
Powers who Have to bring their 
troops across 3000 miles of the 
Atlantic or 5000 miles of the Pa- 
cific. The tragic experience of the 
Allies in attempting to land troops 
at Gallipoli is .well remembered. 
More recent is Britain’s vain effort 
to land troops in Norway. 

Who can measure the economic 
and social losses incurred by war? 
Forget, if you can, the 45 billion 
dollars cost of the war that was 


In a world gone mad, in a_world | 
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going to make the world safe for 
democracy; forget, if you can, the 
126,000 American boys who were 
killed;/ forget, if you can, the 250,- 
000 American boys, many of whom 
still lie in narrow cots in hospitals 
that dot our country, men who lie 
row on row, floor on floor, alive 
in body but dead in mind; forget, 
if you can, the hate and brutality 
and the retrogression of civiliza- 
tion that war brings to the human 
race; forget, if you can, that the 
flower of our country, those upon 
whom we builded our hopes are 
gone. How many Edisons, Je*fer- 
sons and Lincolns never lived~ to 
serve humanity and their country? 

And yet today we are marching 
down the same road that we trav- 
eled in 1916 and 1917, only faster 
and to more certain destruction. 
The signs are the same. Some of 
the posts have been repainted in 
new colors and with more modern 
catch-phrases, but they differ in 
no respect from what we heard 
24 years ago. 

Today again, we hear that grim- 
ly familiar chant: “The Allies are 
fighting our battle; the Allies are 
paying with blood; we would pay 
only With dollars.” Again we are 
told that this is a war to save de- 
mocracy and Christianity and civ- 
ilization. How tragically ironic that 
phrase is to those of us who re- 
member the purposes and the re- 
sults of the last war! 

Who Are the Interventionists? 


But who it is that chants these 
slogans and catch-phrases? Is it 
any representative leader of Amer- 
ican labor? Is it any national fig- 
ure who speaks for the American 
farmer? Is it any leading indus- 
trialist? Why, no.. Alfred Sloan 
of General Motors says, “Instru- 
ments of war create poverty. In- 
dustrial production will go up, but 
the nation becomes poorer.” 
it someone whose services and pa- 
triotism during a war will be lim- 
ited to clipping coupons? 

Who are these _ interventionists 
who would have us shed American 
blood and treasure on foreign soil? 
Just as the Republican convention 
was convening in Philadelphia the 
President sent to the Senate the 
nominations of two Republicans, 
Henry L. Stimson to be Secretary 
of War, and Col. Frank Knox of 
Chicago and New Hampshire to be 
Secretary of the Navy. 

Henry L. Stimson is proposed to 
head the War Department in these 
crucial times when the _ slightest 
rash act, whether deliberate or not, 
could easily make it mandatory for 
the Congress to declare war. I am 
not opposed to Mr. Stimson because 
he is a Republican, or because he is 
a Wall street lawyer, or because he 
is almost 73 years of age. I wasn’t 
opposed to members of the Supreme 
Court because they were over 70 
and their work less arduous than 
the Secretary of War’s. But Mr. 
Stimson is the man who a_ week 
ago not only proposed universal 
compulsory military training for 
all our people now, at once ,to show 
the dictators, he said—I quote—“we 
are in earnest.” 


But he is the man who a few 
days ago at Yale University also 
proposed that—and here I quote: 

“We should throw open all of 
our ports to the British and 
French naval and merchant ma- 
rine for all repairs and refueling 
and other naval services. ... Wwe 
should accelerate by every means 
in our power the sending of 
planes and other munitions to 
Britain and France on a scale 
which would be effective; sending 
them if necessary in our own 
ships and under convoy.” 

What does he mean, “by every 
means in our power?” What does 
he mean by, “sending our ships 
under convoy?” 


“Not an Act Short of War.” 


This, Mr. Stimson knows, is not 
an act short of war—it is war. No 
sooner had Mr. Stimson made this 
statement than he was adopted into 
the Cabinet. Are his ideas to be 
adopted by the administration, or 
would Mr. Stimson have accepted 
if he knew his ideas were in con- 
flict with the administration? 

Even the _ authoritative Wall 
Street Journal, commenting edi- 
torially on this proposal, up- 
braided Mr. Stimson, declaring that 
his recommendation was, in effect, 
a declaration of war. 

And who is Col. Knox? Mr. 
Knox has—in recent years — ex- 
pressed himself through signed edi- 
torials in his newspaper. If Mr. 
Knox goes into the Cabinet, he 
will have to serve with a group of 
people whom he has, in times past, 
put to critical and bitter analysis, 
to say the least. 

But let us hear what he thinks 
of our President. 

On Sept. 24, 1936, one month 
after President Roosevelt made an 
eloquent plea for American neutral- 
ity and peace, Col. Knox wrote— 
I quote: 

“New Dealers are trying to work 
up a war scare. They think it 
will help them in the campaign. 
The President is still our shep- 
herd, but from still waters and 
green pastures he turns now to 
grim thoughts of foreign dangers. 
He does not like to leave Wash- 
ington, he says, for more than 
four days at a time, because of 
conditions abroad. He is afraid 
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there may be another big war al- 
most any day. And his partisans 
profess to believe that we may be 
drawn into it—unless Roosevelt 
is re-elected.” 

And then Col. Knox continues— 
I quote: 

“In his negotiations with for- 
eign Powers, Mr. Roosevelt has 
not Been fortunate. He muffed his 
chance with France and Britain 
in the spring of 1933. . He 
has done nothing about the war 
debts. . . Under him, our for- 
eign trade, and indeed, our for- 
eign relations, in general, have 
fallen to a new low. His Russian 
policy is a fizzle. His Far-East- 
ern policy is a naught.” 

That is Col. Knox again speak- 
ing of our President. But to con- 
tinue. Again this is Col. Knox. I 
quote: 

“It is bad enough to have for 
President in time of peace a man 
who is overconfident—incautious— 
self-willed—uncertain—and relia- 
ble. “In time of war it would be 
disastrous.” 

I am not quotmg these biting 
citicisims of the President because 
they are my views. They are not. 


“Wants to Keep Battle Going.” 


But I ask you, was Mr. Knox 
appointed to bring about national 
unity or, because of the views he 
recently expressed at a bankers’ 
convention in Grand Rapids, Mich.? 

In that speech he used this lan- 
guage—I quote: 

“It is for us to put at the dis- 
posal of the British all of the 
munitions and supplies needed to 
keep the battle going.” 

He wants to keep the battle go- 
ing! Do the American people want 
to keep the battle going? Do you 
want to encourage Hitler, Musso- 
lini and Churchill to keep on bomb- 
ing cities, killing innocent women 
and children, filling the hospitals 
with men made insane by war? 


No—you don’t want it—and I 
don’t want it. America ought to 


| devote its energies to peace—not to 
‘keeping the battle going! 

I welcome the idea of a coalition 
Cabinet in time of emergency. It 
is not a question of Republicans 
and Democrats. But if we are to 
have a coalition—let it be a coali- 
tion of peace makers—not war mak- 
ers. 

Of course, Mr. Stimson and Col. 
Knox have a right to speak their 
opinions. As Republicans who have 
vigorously and persistently fought 
every social and economic advance 
that this administration has under- 
taken, you would expect them to 
criticise. But the important thing 
to remember is that both these gen- 
tlemen are publicly avowed  pro- 
ponents of American intervention. 

They ought/ not to be members 
of the Cabinet of an administr:- 
tion that claims to be fighting the 
designs of international bankers, - 
or an administration that is sup- 
posed to be for peace. 

They ought to be members of Mr. 
Willkie’s Cabinet.

If England and France are our first 
line of defense, then, of course, we 
should be in the war now. 

I do not subscribe to the views 
of this man who is the new leader 
of. the Republican party, a belief 
that we must inevitably go to war 
with any nation. That, to me, is a 
defeatist attitude, the attitude of a 
day and age long gone. Why should 
any nation attack us? 

War does not solve any problem, 
nor correct any injustice, nor build 
a better human race. War is not 
inevitable and it is shocking that a 
great political party now presents 
as-its hope for America one who be- 
lieves that war is inevitable. 

Not the Young Man. 

It is significant that these men 
who are urging war upon us are 
not young men, They are not the 
men who will be in the trenches. 
There is no agitation for war 
among those who actually did the 
fighting last time, nor among those 
who would have to fight this time. 
Letters and petitions are pouring 
into Washington from the colleges 
imploring. the Government to take 
no steps that will put us into war. 

This same insistence for peace was 
recently expressed by the National 
Commander of the American Le 
gion when he told a group of 
legionaires that ex-servicemen not 
only believe “we can stay out of 
this war, but we demand of the 
President and Congress that they 
keep us out.” 

Veterans’ Statement.

“... We will have war if we 
continue to meddle in Europe’s 
conflict.

Quotes Roosevelt. 


If Ambassador Kennedy’s words 
are not authoritative enough, let 
us look at the words of our Presi- 
dent himself. At Chautauqua, on 
Aug. 14, 1936, Mr. Roosevelt stated: 
xs eae if war should break out 
again in another continent, let 
us not blink the fact that we 
would find in this country thou- 
sands of Americans who, seek- 
ing immediate riches—fools’ gold 

—would attempt to break down 
or evade our neutrality.” 

If this was true in 1936 it cer 
tainly is true today. Those who 
attempt to break down or evade 
our neutrality may be doing it for 
love of democracy, but I agree 
with the President that they are 
seeking “fools’ gold” instead. In 
1936 the President said: 

“The effective maintenance of 
American neutrality depends to- 
day, as in the past, on the wis- 
dom and determination df who- 
ever at the moment occupy the 
offices of President and Secre- 
tary of State.” 

The President has said these 
things well. But why depart from 
his injunction now? 

The time has come to call a 
halt.

TOKYO, July 3 (AP). — Great 
Britain has refused the Japanese 
demand that the arms 
through British Burma to the Chi- 


nese forces of Generalissimo Chi- 
ang Kai-shek be closed, it is reli- 
ably reported tonight. 

The refusal of the London gov- 
ernment was said to have been 
conveyed in a note just received 
by the British Ambassador t 
Tokyo, Sir Robert Leslie Craigie. 
The reply still was to be delivered 
to the Foreign Office. 

Sir Robert transmitted to London 
his views on the Japanese demand 
and asked for further instructions. 

This British-Japanese dispute is 
a factor in the tense Japanese po- 
litical situation already marked by 
strong representations of army 
leaders to the Cabinet over policy 
to be followed in the Far East in 
the light of Allied defeats in Eu- 
rope, 

Military Chiefs Critical. 

The military leaders are said to 
have expressed dissatisfaction with 
the stand taken by Foreign Minis- 
ter Hachiro Arita, apparently hold- 
ing that his plan for an “Asiatic 
sphere” dominated by Japan is not 
strong enough. 

Arita enunciated last Saturday a 
foreign ‘policy based on creation of 
an Asiatic sphere in which Japan 
would be dominant—an advance 
from the previous position of in- 
sistence on maintenance of the 
status quo in East Asia. 

The Foreign Minister’s speech 
caused dissatisfaction among the 
military, it is reported, but in- 
formed political quarters held that 
the real issue between the military 
and the Foreign Office was deeper 
than that. 

Saturday night a group of lead- 
ing Japanese army men, said_ the 
newspaper Nichi Nichi, decided the 
war in Europe presented Japan a 
golden opportunity in which it must 
take a “strong attitude.” Instruc- 
tions concerning this “strong atti- 
tude” were sent to all army corps. 

Observers expressed the view that 
the military men were disappoint- 
ed in Arita’s speech because it 
avoided both flat encouragement of 
the Axis Powers and a flat declara- 
tion for redistribution of the world’s 
resources as a prelude to peace.

Both parties will vie with 
each other in glib assurances of 
peace while leaving themselves free 
to act for war.

hold that mandate. Between a Re- 
publican tweedledee and a Demo- 
cratic tweedledum, the issue of war 
or peace will be deliberately hidden 
in a smoke _ screen of oratory, 
buried under an avalanche of ex- 
traneous issues. Let the lines be 
drawn. If the American people 
want war after an open and hon- 
est debate of the issue, it is their 
privilege to so declare at the polls. 
If they want peace, they must not 
be frustrated. The Democratic 
party must be the peace party. 


The greatest defense against Na- 
zii-sm is a working democracy. 
(Just as a nation, so a world cannot 
remain half free and half slave). 
Europe will rise to throw off the 
shackles of Nazi-ism if we preserve 
ourselves as the living example of 
civilization and humanity. An in- 
spiration in the mind of man is 
worth a million troops. Let us 
make this hemisphere economically 
sound and immune to insidious eco- 
nomic penetration and we need not 
fear any eventuality. 

After Europe has settled its 
bloody quarrels, and we have put 
our defenses in order, the world 
will look to and need the contribu- 
tion which we can make toward 
the job of reconstruction. In the 
meanwhile, if we must make war— 
let us not make war on men—but 
let us make war on poverty.

Water Sports Are Fun for Vacationists 


Some Games to Play Providing You've Outgrown Tendency to Rock the Boat. 


By Kay Caldwell 
and Alden Harrison 


F YOU'RE spending your sum- 

mer vacation near the water, it’s 

your own fault if you don’t have 
a good time. Ocean, lake, river, 
or even the wide place in the creek 
that serves as the old swimming 
hole—each offers real possibilities 
for gay afternoons and evenings 
that you'll remember long after 
your vacation tan has faded. 


Of course, we're taking it for 
granted that you know how to 
swim. If you don’t, then learning 
will be almost enough fun in itself. 
We're also assuming that you've 
outgrown any childish tendency to 
rock the boat, show off, and per- 
form the other assinine antics that 
turn water sports into summer 
stragedies. 

But given a crowd that is at 
home in and on the water, good 
times are almost a matter of 
course, For example, have you 
ever had an aquatic treasure hunt? 
Canoes are ideal for the purpose, 
but even the clumsiest rowboat 
will serve if you have oarsmen with 
strong backs. ' 

Hide your clews in and around 
the water. One might be buriedin 
the sand under a trailing willow 
tree, another placed in a_ bottle 
floating by a half-submerged log; 
a third attached to the under side 
of the diving board. Then get your 
treasure seekers into their bathing 
suits, give them the first clew and 


let them paddle and splash away ‘ 


in their sturdy craft, hot on the 
trail of the loot. 

A picnic supper, cooked over an 
open fire, will be ample consola- 
tion for those who miss out on the 
treasure. After the famine suffer- 
ers have been cared for, ukes and 


harmonicas can be dragged outs 


and you'll learn how poignant a 
torch song sounds when it echoes 
across the water. 


Score diving is a fine pastime for 
those hot and lazy afternoons when 
it seems almost too much effort ‘0 
fall off the end of the dock. Di- 
vide the crowd into two teams. Get 
about 10 paper plates and mark 
each with a number—two with five, 
two with 10, two with 15, etc. 


Toss them into the water at vari- 
ous distances from the _ diving 
board. Then let the first player 
dive, trying to grab any plates he 
can. He scores the numbers on all 
the plates he can get hold of be- 
fore his head emerges from the 


water, so good underwater swim- 
mers are at a premium. Let the 
Players of the two teams alternate 
in diving, and add up the total 
scores at the end. 

A little direct and strenuous com- 
petition may be injected into the 
game by. having two players, one 
from each team, dive at the same 
time. 

There are many other games you 
can play in the water. Basketball, 
for instance, in a small pool, or a 
court marked out with floats. Use 
inner tubes for baskets, and remem- 
ber that ducking and tackling are 
fouls. Almost anything else goes! 

A banana eating contest is hilari- 
ous. The idea is to inhale—and 


deeply!—then duck under the wa- 
ter, peel a banana, and eat as much 
of it as possible before returning 
to the surface. 

A candlé race is only one of many 
kinds of obstacle races which you 
can try. In it, you swim a certain 
distance with a lighted candle held 
in one hand or in your mouth. If 
the candle goes out, so do you. 

And a porpoise race is fun for 
the spectators as well as for the 
participants. Each swimmer must 
take two ordinary breast strokes, 
then throw his feet up and dive un- 
der water, then repeat the strokes 
when he returns to the surface, and 
60 ON. 

Hot dogs or hamburgers roasted 


over an open fire will disappear at 
amazing speed at the end of an aft- 
ernoon of this kind of sport. And 
here’s a tip on toasting those wien- 
ies: Shove your stick through a 
square of cardboard, which will 
then protect your hand from .the 
heat. 

Another picnic hint: For a good 
cloth to use on the ground, take 
along a moisture-proof card table 
cover which has elastic sewed to 
the corners. These elastic tapes, 
intended for the card table legs, 
can be attached to pegs driven into 
the ground. Thus you have a table- 
cloth that will stay put, instead of 
blowing into the butter at the first 
hint of a breeze. 


Doctor Urges 
Safe and Sane 
Fourth of July

HE Fourth of July has become 
Ts comparatively safe that I 
often hear the view expressed 
that it is unnecessary to put ou 


scarehead warnings about fire- 
works precautions. But such a 
view is not upheld by the facts. 
True, things are improving. But 
there were 13 deaths in the United 
States in 1939 directly due to the 
celebration of the Fourth. This 
compares well to the 18 deaths in 
1938 and the 20 in 1937, and of 
course it is Heaven compared to 
others years. But besides deaths 
there were 5500 injuries, so the 
dangers are not entirely fanciful. 


An example of what can be ac- 
complished by State regulation is 
seen in Pennsylvania: In 1938 
Pennsylvania led all other states 
with six deaths from fireworks, 
and in 1939 had passed a state-wide 
law which prohibited all fireworks 
of any kind. In that year the State 
reported no Fourth of July deaths, 
and no loss of vision in eye in- 
juries. It had 74 burns and lacera- 
tions while Ohio had 319 and New 
York 1473. . 

Maryland, which has had a bad 
record for many years, had a bill 
banning fireworks which passed 
the House of Representatives, but 
was defeated in the Senate by a 
vote of 15 to 14. Maryland had one 
death and 169 injuries reported in 
1939, with nine eye injuries and 
two cases of loss of hand or fin- 
gers. 

No cases of lockjaw were re- 
ported in 1939, which indicates 
that the use of tentanus antitoxin 
in every Fourth of July injury 
which breaks the skin has again 
proved its value and effectiveness, 

Our modern Fourth of July fire- 

works are apparently mild and 
quiet compared to the detonations 
the warning 
should be emphasized again that 
the “harmless” sparkler is not so 
harmless. They start fires, there 
are accounts in the next day news- 
papers of children being burned to 
death from sparklers and other 
mild-appearing noise-makers. 
» Any kind of fireworks can put 
your eyes out: None is so mild as 
not to be dangerous. Even sadder 
than the death record is the blind- 
ness record of 1939—with 19 cases 
of loss of vision in one or both 
eyes. Certainly even with “harmless 
sparklers” or cap pistols, children 
should not be left unguarded.

MRS. CHARLES F. McNARY AND 


HER ADOPTED DAUGHTER,

RS. CHARLES L. McNARY 
M certainly heeded the advice of 

one of her maternal ancestors, 
Horace (“Go-West”) Greeley, when 
as Miss Cornelia Morton she was 
married to Oregon’s Senator Charles 
Linza McNary one bleak December 
day in 1923 in Chicago. But little 
did she dream that the quiet, un- 
assuming young Senator from Ore- 
gon. would one day be the Repub- 
lican nominee for the vice-presiden- 
cy of the United States. 

Cornelia Morton McNary has 
come to love the West and the 
McNarys’ country home, “Fircone,” 
five miles north of Salem, is la- 
beled simply with a regulation mail 
box reading “Charles L, McNary, 
Rt. 2, Box 90.” 

, Mrs. McNary was a Washington 
girl and enjoyed all the parties and 
gaiety that go with official Wash- 
ington. She is the daughter of 
Major Bruce Morton and Mary 
Rosina Lowrey Morton of Wash- 
ington, D. C. Mrs. Morton was a 
relative of Horace Greeley. Major 
Morton served as aide to Gen, Nel- 
son Miles while the latter was 
chief-of-staff of the United States 
Army. 

Cornelia Morton met Senator 
McNary at a dinner party in Wash- 
ington during the World War. For 
a time she served as his secretary 
and later went on to Boston to 
live, where she was the State or- 
ganizer for the Massachusetts 
League of Women Voters. After 
she returned to Washington as 
Mrs. McNary she was a member 
of the executive board of the 
League of Women Voters and con- 
tributed much of her time doing 
publicity for the organization. 


Her li*e in Washington contin- 
ued to be much as it had been 
when she was a girl with formal 
parties to attend and the numer- 
ous calls to make, which are al- 
ways inevitable in Washington. 

But life in Oregon in the sum- 
mertime—that was something dif- 
ferent! Her only experience in the 
West prior to her marriage was a 
jaunt to Wyoming on a holiday. 
She immediately took Oregon to 
her heart her first trip West with 
the Senator shortly after their 
marriage.

The four heart bid probably was 
the best at South’s command. His 
partner had already passed, so 
there was small danger of miss- 
ing a biddable slam and, even with 
his good honor strength, South 
feared an adverse spade suit. 
West opened his singleton spade 
king; dummy’s ace won, while East 
signaled with the seven spot. De- 
clarer saw that it was hopeless to 
lead up to his club holding, since 
one lead from dummy would be no 
better than none at all. Even if the 
ace lay on his right, it would not 
go up at the first play, and he 
could not hope to re-enter dummy 
for the necessary second finesse. 
Therefore, rather than disclose the 
situation, he decided that his best 
chance lay in help from the oppon- 
ents. As it happened, he was right. 
He led a heart from dummy and 
played the jack. West won with 
the ace and foolishly did just what 
the declarer wanted. Obviously he 
could not risk a diamond lead from 
his king and, instead of making 
the perfectly safe return of a 
trump, he led the deuce of clubs, 
East could have redeemed the 
error by failing to put up his ace, 
but he could hardly be blamed for 
not reading the situation as it ac- 
tually was. His partner’s lead of 
the deuce strongly indicated an 
honor in the suit, and if that were 
true it might be fatal to put on 
he jack or eight spot. Moreover, 
East was naturally anxious to lead 
a spade through declarer in the 
hope that West could overruff. 
But obviously, after the club ace 
was out of the way, declarer had 
to concede only the diamond, and 
thus made his contract. Had West 
exited properly in the one safe suit 
—trumps—declarer inevitably would 
have had to lose two clubs and one 
diamond in addition to the trump 
ace.
